follow the recommendation of a com-. 
mittee. This puts a lot of burden on us."’ 

Dalton suggested an alternative 
under which the personnel committee 
would turn the matter over to the ex- 
ecutive committee for a recommenda- 
tion after hearing from the department 
head in question. 

The executive committee, which 
rarely meets, is comprised of all 
committee chairmen and is chaired by 
Board Chairman Nelson Hagnauer. 

“As a board member, J have 1/29th of 


a vote in appointing somebody, but I 
could have 1/3rd of a vote in a dismis- 
sal,"’ Dalton said. ‘‘And I don’t want it.” 

The committee took no action on the 
proposal, although Dalton said he 
would meet with Hagnauer and.Direc- 
tor of Administration Mary Kane on the 
matter and report back to the commit- 
tee. Committee members also will be 
looking at a proposal for dismissing 
department heads that Weber submit- 
ted Thursday afternoon, 

Weber called for county board action 
to dismiss Barton in December, but the 
county did nothing about the matter.

Continued Granite City control of its 
schools is being challenged by the scope 
of the current financial problem, Supt. 
B. J, Davis said at a Board of Education 
meeting Saturday.

+ o’clock public hearing in the Granite Ci- 
ty High School South auditorium. Five- 
minute talks will be given by citizens 
wishing to suggest ways to balance the 
schools’ budget and to begin reducing 
its operating debt. 

Finance Director Norman Owca and 
board members stressed that school 
district financial projections have been 
accurate, indicating that a serious 
income-outgo imbalance has 
developed. Major cutbacks in school 
programs in 1983-84 have been propos- 
ed. 


Owea explained budget, audit, cash 


at stake 


basis and accrual basis definitions, and 
said the school system currently has 
borrowed $3,150,000, compared to no 
borrowing at this time a year ago 

He ‘commented, “This year’s budget 
is as sound as last year’s budget, when 
our debt was within $90,000 of our pro- 
jection and estimated borrowing was 
within $200,000 of the projections.” 

Board Member Monroe Worthen, an 
accountant, said that if the district 
underestimated budget expenditures, 
as some have urged it to do, “we might 
have to close schools in mid-March” 
each year. “‘We have no authority to 
spend money beyond the budget.” he 
said in supporting present budgeting 
procedures. 

Secretary George Moore said 
employees’ financial analysis disagree- 
ing with Owca’s estimates apparently 
failed to take into account incremental

Parents heard prior to

Setting the stage for tonight's public 
hearing on school consolidations, 
elementary school parents defended ex- 
isting schools and services in an 
emotion-charged meeting last night. 
More than 400 attended. 

Disturbed at some of the comments 
and-misinformation, Supt. B. J. Davis 
briefly went to the microphone near the 
close of the two-hour meeting and said 
he had helped establish some of. the 
buildings and programs whose future 
now is in doubt. 

Davis promised that the district will 
continue to provide a sound basic 
education but’ added that “we don’t 


have the money"’ to continue some of 
the services the public desires. 

School Treasurer Dewey Melton told 
the gathering the School Board’s op- 
tions are not as easy as “whether to 
close a high school or a grade school.”’ 
He indicated that many of the 12 poten- 
tial cost reductions will have to be im- 
plemented for the school system to end 
a $5 million budget imbalance and 
begin reducing $7,700,000 in operating 
debt. 


Melton said the possible cutbacks are 
as painful to school officials -and staffs 


as they are to the general public 
Parents stressed the importance of 
neighborhood school§ and of such pro-

Warm welcome 
for 6-month-old

Brightly-colored balloons and large 
signs with the message, ‘‘Welcome 
Home Adam,” decorated the yard at 
2929 Dogwood Drive Friday afternoon. 
Cameras clicked at ‘a rapid pace as 
family members and friends took pic- 
tures of the arrival of Adam Sandor 
Johnisee. 

It was like a belated Christmas pre- 
sent for Edward and Christina Johnisee 
as they brought their infant son home 
for the first time since his birth on July 
10, 1982. 

It was a happy trip home from 
Children’s Hospital in St. Louis for the 
couple and their son. They were chauf- 
fered by Ray Thomas is a limosine pro- 
vided by the Lahey-Sedlack Funeral 
Home 

Young Adam was born at Barnes 
Hospital, St. Louis, two months 
premature and weighed 2 pounds, 12 
ounces. He suffered from hyaline mem- 
brane disease, which is an acute 
respiratory distress syndrome; a condi- 
tion seen most often in newborn and 
premature children. A membranous 
layer covers thé air sacs in the lungs 
with resultant difficulty in breathing. 

The baby was immediately transfer- 
red to Children’s Hospital and put on a 
respirator for about eight to nine 
weeks. As a result of the long time on 


and other toxic substances in the waste 
oil, was later dropped because of 
technical problems. 

State environmental law requires 
that those accused of polluting receive 
notification before a complaint is filed, 
and Bliss was not notified, Mensing 
said. The complaint charged Bliss, 


the respirator, the infant developed 
bronchial pulmonary dysplasia and 
has, since then, been required to be on 
oxygen 24 hours a day, as well as taking 
several medications. 

Tiny, but agile, bright and alert 
Adam flashed big brown eyes at each 
person who talked to him as he looked 
about his new surroundings. Adam did 
not seem to mind the oxygen.,When 
bored, he holds and waves the slim 
plastic tube which has become a part of 
his life. 

He now weighs 8 pounds, 14 ounces, 
and takes only a formula of Isomil five 
times a day. Although most ‘babies at 
his age are fed various infant foods, 
Adam must wait for that new adven- 
ture. 

The doctors apparently are very well 
pleased with his recovery and will see 
the youngster on Jan. 26, during a 
regular visit at the Pre-Mature Clinic. 

Since Adam has been given theraphy 
throughout his hospitalization, two 
therapists will visit the Johnisee home 
twice as week to continue the program, 
which is designed to strengthen his 
muscle tone and help him reach the 
Jevel of accomplishment comparable to 
his age. According to Mrs. Johnisee, the 
doctors agree the baby is only about a 
month behind the progress of a 6- 
month-old.

The case involves $1,000 given by 
William Nichols to James Barton, who 
gave $500 of it to Greathouse, who then 
returned the money to Barton. The lat- 
ter contributed the $1,000 to various 
political campaigns.

The sum of $23,477,930 is being sought 
from Thomas Brimberry, former 
Granite Cityan who is the central figure 
in the Stix & Co. stock brokerage col- 
lapse.

Expand water pump capacity 


A major renovation has 
taken place at the Granite 
City Water Plant located at 
23rd Street and Logan 
Avenue, Three new pumps 
with capacities of 4,200 
gallons per minute, 3,500 and 
2,800 gallons per minute 
have been installed to 
replace existing pumping 
units which over many years 
of use had reached the point 
that they no longer were 
reliable. 

The Granite City Water 
Treatment and Pumping 
Station delivers on the 
average 10 million gallons of 
water each day to the cities 
of Granite City, Madison and 
Venice, unincorporated 
areas of Nameoki and 
Venice townships, the Mit- 
chell Water District and the 
Pontoon Beach Water 
District 

Robert L. Jackson, 
nanager of the Granite City 
District of the Illinois- 
American Water Co., said to- 
day the decision to replace 
the pumping units at a cost 
of $175,000 was influenced 
not only by the fact that thé 
old pumps were wearing out, 
but also a desire to provide 
adequate pumping capacity 
for the immediate future. 

Plant records indicate that 
the maximum pumpage 
from this station reached 
13.7 million gallons in a 24- 
hour period with all three 
pumps in operation. If one of 
the pumps had failed, a 3.7 
million gallon per day deficit 
would have occurred. 

“In other words, if more 
water is used by our 
customers than we can 
pump, we would soon run out 
of water,” Jackson said. 

“With the installation of 
the three new pumps, in ad- 
dition to one existing pump 
that requires no replace- 
ment, this station will havea 
total pumping capacity of 20 
million gallons per day 

“Even with the largest 
pump out of service, pum- 
Page of 14 million gallons per 
day is possible 

“Projections made by an 
engineering study in 1982 in- 
dicate that by the year 1985, 
the maximum.day pumpage 
demand will reach 16.2 
million gallons: 

“Looking farther into the 
future, by the year 2010, it is 
projected this station will re. 
quire facilities capable of 
pumping 24 million gallons 
per day. Obviously, before 


that time comes, im- 
provements will again have 
to be made in order to supply 
our customers with adequate 
service. 

“With the completion of 
this highest priority item, 
the Water Company has to 
look to other construction 
improvements in order to be 
able to provide adequate 
water service in the not too 
distant future. 

“By the end of 1983, the 
engineering study recom- 
mends installation of a 
three-million gallon per day 
clarifier, modifications of 
existing settling basins, and 
replacement of filter media 
at an estimated cost of 
$2,765,000, all in order to 
have the reliability to pro- 
perly settle and treat the raw 
river water which is our total 
source of supply.”” 

By 1985, an additional 
548,000 gallons clear water 
well is recommended at a 
cost of $550,000 (all the cost 
estimates are in 1981 
dollars). 

By 1987, a new six million 
gal. per day upflow solids 
contact clarifier at a cost of 
$975,000 is recommended. 

By 1990, another six 
million gal. per day pump is 
recommended ($83,000), and 
by 2005 construction of two 
new filters ($825,000) would 
complete the recommenda- 
tions of the current study. 

In addition to the new 
pumps installed in 1982, 
several other capital im- 
provements were com- 
pleted, Jackson said. 

The Chouteau Island Pum- 
ping Station was outfitted 
with a new set of traveling 
screens at a cost of $169,200. 
Leaves, twigs and other 
debris are screened and 
prevented from entering the 
pumps by use of the screens. 

The old screens, installed 
when the Chouteau Island 
station was built in the 1920s, 
had finally worn beyond any 
economical repair. Also, a 25 
million gallons 
pump at this river station 
was replaced at a cost of 
$37,100. 

Another 4,234 feet of 12- 
inch water main was install- 
ed at a cost of $99,000. This is 
the first phase of a three- 
year project totaling $357,000 
to install 11,400 feet of {2- 
inch main in 23rd Street 
from Monroe Street to 
Eduardo Drive and Route 
162. The purpose of this main

and provide reliability to a 
large area that is presently 
being served by a single 8- 
inch main. 

On Eagle Park Road, 2,588 
feet of 12-inch main was in- 
stalled at a cost of $42,000. 
This extension had long been 
sought by the residents and 
was aided by a deposit of 
$20,000 from community 
development funds directed 
through Nameoki Township 

Jackson continued, ‘At 
the direction of city councils 
and other governing bodies, 
nine new public fire 
hydrants were installed in 
1982 at a cost of $17,500. 

“Under regulations of the 
Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion, a municipality has 
authority to direct the water 
company to install hydrants 
on existing water mains 
within city limits. Cost of the 
hydrant installation is at the 
expense of the water com- 
pany. 

“The municipality then 
Pays to the company an an- 
nual rental fee of $49.60 per 
year for each hydrant in- 
stalled. This rental rate has 
been unchanged in many 


ears, even though the rate 
of inflation has Werchseld in 


nearly every other area. 

“The ICC recently recom- 
mended these public fire 
protection rates be increas- 
ed by 32 percent. Currently, 
there are 26 public fire 
districts in the service area 
of the Ilinois-American 
Water Company including 
the Granite City, East St 
Louis and Belleville 
districts. 

“Sixteen obsolete fire 
hydrants were replaced in 
the various municipalities 
served at a cost of $20,640. 

“Many of the older 
hydrants in the system have 
been out of production for 
years, and when something 
breaks in the hydrant, it is 
not possible to obtain repair 
parts. Therefore, we replace 
the hydrant with a current 
model." 

Another 1,065 feet of 8-inch 
main was installed at a cost 
of $27,900. This was done in 
order to provide mains of 
adequate size for the in- 
stallation of fire hydrants. 

An additional 950 feet of 8- 
inch main was installed for 
developers of new homes at 
a cost of $14,100, These in 
stallations were aided by

Under deposit-refund 
agreements, if the subdivi 
sion fills up according to the 
investors’ expectations, 
most or all of the deposit is 
refunded to the developer. 

“The depressed housing 
market and housing starts 
have reduced this area of ex- 
pansion and subsequent 
water sales to new 
customers,” Jackson told 
the Press-Record.

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Slow economic 
recovery seen 
during 1983 


The worst of the economic 
slump is behind us, but 
recovery will be slow, says 
an economist at Southern II- 
linois' University at Car- 


bondale. 

Walter Wills, professor of * 
agribusiness economics in 
the SIUC School of 
Agricultre, also expects 
unemployment to peak in” 
1983 and then begin a - 
gradual decline. He said 
much of the good news will 
develop despite government 
actions, not because of them. 

He cited special taxes for - 
special purposes, such as the 
five-cent gallon gasoline tax, 
rise for road repair. 

“Such earmarked trust 
funds will not provide for 
much improvement in the 
conditions of roads, not be of 
much help in reducing 
unemployment,’’ Wills 
predicted. 

“Historically, such trust 
funds are used to pay 
political debts and to provide 
a reservoir of funds to be 
raided to meet other perceiv- 
ed political goals. 

“I question the acumen of 
so-called leaders in govern- 
ment in fighting inflation. 

“The administration is 
working on the largest U.S. 
budget deficit in history and 
apparently does not believe 
there is a relationship bet- 
ween massive deficits and 
interest rates,"’ he said. 
“Budget deficits must be 
reduced. 

“Nevertheless, increasing 
business activity will help to 
slowly push the economy up- 
ward. 

“Business has trimmed 
down’ and relieved itself of 
burdensome inventories. A 
slow rebuilding period is due 
and the result should bring 
better days. 

“However, the speed with 
which the U.S. economy will « 
begin its recovery is depen- ~ 
dent in great part on™ 
worldwide economic condi- 
tions and international trade ~ 
activity. 

“There is increasing ~ 
evidence in all countries of « 
the world, and this includes 
the United States, of areturn © 
to the protectionist trade 
policies popular just before 
the Great Depression of the 
1930s,” Wills said. 

“World leaders agree in 
principle that many ad: ~ 
vantages accrue ‘from in- ~ 
creased trade, but political 
realities tend to suggest that 
trade expansion will be dif- 
ficult. 

“Such limitations on trade 
would be paricularly hardon * 
agriculture, which still is ™ 
faced with huge over- « 
supplies of most major 
crops.””

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EOC bumbling cheese giveaway 


“Why does it-take an entire team of investigative 
reporters to get the story every time free cheese is 
given out?” one of our reporters asked Friday after 

* meeting obstacle after obstacle in trying to get the 
details for this, the government’s latest great cheese 
giveaway. 

It’s a good question and the answer seems to be that 
the Madison County Economic Opportunities Commis- 

_ sion (EOC) can’t get its act together. 
Word reached us at 3 p.m. Friday that all Quad-City 
“township offices would begin issuing eligibility cards to 
township residents Tuesday and would accept the com- 
pleted cards through Friday. 

Knowing that Granite City Township has refused in 
the past fo participate in the cheese program, we con- 
tacted the EOC to clarify the issue. A secretary there 
said she was told that all townships but Alton were issu- 
ing the cards at their township halls. She said Jimmy 
Wilson, head of the cheese program, was ill Friday and 
would be in at 9 a.m. today. i 

Contacting Granite City Township, we confirmed 
that the cards are not being given out there, but at the 

* sEOC office in Old Logan School. This morning, after 
eight telephone calls, that was found erroneous. The 
EOC said the Salvation Army gave Granite City 
‘Township's cheese away here earlier this month. 

Attempting to confirm the times with the other 
townships met an obstacle. It was the holiday honoring 


Dr. Martin Luther King and the Venice Township office 
s closed. 

Walter “Dick” Sparks, Chouteau Township super- 
visor, said he went to the EOC office in Edwardsville to 
get the cards for his township and found the office had 
moved. After searching, he finally was able to get the 
cards. 

He said the EOC pledged at the meeting setting up 
this cheese program that the townships would have at 
least a week to confirm the eligibility of the hundreds 
of applicants. Instead, the period for filing the cards 
énds at 4 p.m. Friday, Jan, 21, and the cheese is to be 
given out Monday morning, Jan. 24. Since the township 
office is closed during the weekend, there is no working 
time to check the eligibility, he noted. 

Proof of income, such as a current unemployment 
benefit card, will not prove that a spouse is not work- 
ing. We expect there will be abuses of the income 
limits. 

‘There are problems every time there is a cheese 
giveaway. Lists sent to the papers are late, incomplete 
and inaccurate. We feel it is time to re-evaluate 
whether the EOC should be the agency coordinating 
this program.

Why pay more for natural gas? 


While the 7.2 percent rate hike for natural gas 
granted to Illinois Power Co. by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission (ICC) last week may not sound too bad, 
there are hidden problems lurking which could in- 
crease gas bills far beyond that percentage. 

The heart of the issue is a totally messed-up supply 
and demand situation which is forcing pipeline com- 
panies to pay far more for the natural gas they are sen- 
ding us than is necessary. Ultimately, the user has to 
pay for the mistake \ 

Pipeline companies, fearing a shortage of natural 
gas several years ago, signed contracts to purchase ex. 
pensive liquefied natural gas (LNG) from Algeria, The 
contracts included ‘take or pay’’ provisions requiring 
them to pay for the gas, even if they cannot use it. 

‘Things turned around, Consumers started insulating 
their homes better, turning down the thermostats, us- 
ing kerosene heaters, installing electric furnaces or 
fireplaces and using other methods to try and reduce 
their natural gas bills. 

- Suddenly, there is plenty of lower-priced domestic 


Emotions have run high at.two meetings called by 
parents, and may escalate even more as school cut- 
back decisions are made, But the anger is misdirected 
if, as some indicated last night, people blame board 
members and administrators for conspiracies and 
selfishness.

However, rather than buying the less ex- 
pensive gas, the pipeline companies are bound to buy 
the Algerian LNG gas and the ICC cleared the way 
years ago for the power companies to pass increases 
charged them for gas directly on to the consumer, 
without hearings, without explanation, without 
apology. 

Thus, the 7.2 percent pay hike granted by the ICC 
may be only the tip of the iceberg we will have to pay to 
melt this winter 

Congressmen and Senators from Illinois, obviously 
feeling the ‘‘heat’”’ from their constituants, have in- 
troduced bills putting a lid on natural gas prices, forc- 
ing the pipeline companies to purchase the cheaper gas 
or pay the difference themselves or limiting the max- 
imum price of LNG. 

We hope some relief is found. It is going to be a cold 
winter for many Quad-Cityans who are going to have 
enough trouble paying their utility bills without having 
to pay, in addition, for a mistake made by the pipeline 
companies years ago.

Consumers need way to hire utility experts 


To the Editor: 

Our governor, who after 
his razor-thin victory should 
be called “Slim Jim”’ instead 
of “Big Jim,” has recogniz- 
ed that election of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission is 
an issue that has moved to 
center stage. 

His appointment of his 
campaign manager as chair- 
man of the ICC means that 
Phillip O'Connor will do 
more than set utility rates 
He will lead the campaign to 
retain the governor’s appoin- 
tive powers and stop an 
elected ICC. 

How much campaign 
money, raised by the then 
campaign manager, now 
1CC chairman O'Connor, did 
the utilities contribute to 
Governor Thompson's well 
financed campaign? 

The answer to that ques- 


tion, which I have not yet 
seen reported in the press, 
would add an_ interesting 
footnote to the story of this 
appointment 


The authority to set utility 
rates is the authority to af- 
fect everyone's pocketbook. 
It is a power the governor 
wants to hold onto through 
his appointed officals. 

But whether the members 
are appointed or elected, the 
law still required utilities) to 
justify their rate increases in 
an adversary hearing before 
the Commerce Commission. 


Utilities must give 
reasons, present facts, make 
economic arguments, pre- 
sent experts in accounting, 
engineering and economics, 
and convince either an 
elected or an appointed ICC 
to grant rate increases. 


The utilities use revenues 
from their consumers to hire 
their experts and prepare 
their cases. 

If we had a Citizens Utility 
Board (CUB) in Illinois, like 
the one now operating in 
Wisconsin, consumers would 
be able to make small, 
voluntary contributions of $3 
or more annually and eleet 
their own board to prepare 
and present consumers’ 
viewpoints on utility rate in- 
creases. 

Consumers would have at- 
torneys, economists, 
engineers and other experts 
to disagree with the utilities 
and argue their case in the 
adversary proceeding before 
the ICC. 

With CUB, consumers 
could even the scales of the 
decision-making process. 

CUB will be an important 


statewide political issue this 
year. Voters in Chicago urg- 
ed their legislators to ap- 
prove it by a 4-1 margin ina 
November 1982 advisory 
referendum. 


Voters in Cicero, Stream- 
wood, Glendale Heights, 
Rosemont, Batavia, 
Hometown and Niles will be 
voting on CUB in the wl 
municipal elections. 

Lincoln, Galesburg, Can- 
ton, Peoria Heights, Fair- 
view Heights and Belleville 
are considering placing this 
issue before voters. 


As the voters speak on this 
important utility rate issue, 
the viewpoint of consumers 
will be strengthened. We will 
start toward a fairer way to 
set utility rates in Illinois,

investigation continues 

There have been no reports of ill 
health caused by the presence of tri- 
chloroethylene in the rail yard and Ken- 
neth Mensing, regional manager of 
land pollution control for the IEPA said 
its removal is, therefore, unlikely. 

The material poses’ no imminent 
threat to those in the area, Mensing 
said. 

Trichloroethlene, which is most com- 
monly used by industry as a solvent, ‘‘is 
not generally too. toxi according to 
Stephen K. Hall, an industrial tox- 
icologist, hazardous chemical expert 
and professor at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

He said the toxicity of trichloro- 
ethylene is not comparable to dioxin. 
Trichloroethylene can cause liver pro- 
blems in humans after exposure in high 
concentrations for several years, but 
such instances are rare, Hall indicated. 

While trichloroethylene toxicity is 
hazardous to humans in concentrations 
greater than 100 parts per million, diox- 
in is hazardous at one part per million, 
he said. 

Dioxins are a family of 68 chemical 
,compounds produced as unwanted 

,byproducts of numerous chemical 
manufacturing processes including the 
production of herbicides. Dioxins are 
chemically classified as chlorinated 
hydrocarbons and take years to break 
|down in soil. 

Trichloroethylene usually disappears 
through a vaporization process, Hall 
said and added that he is curious as to 
how the substance got into the waste oil.

Authorities speculate it was in- 
advertently added to the oil by a 
gasoline station employee before being 
used by Bliss, who has repeatedly said 
he had no idea the waste oil he used was 
contaminated. 

The dioxin problem also started in- 
advertently when residual wastes from 
a defunct chemical plant in Verona, 
Mo. were mixed with waste oil that 
eventually was sprayed on riding rings 
at horse farms to reduce dust. Con- 
taminated soil from the rings was later 
removed and used as fill in some 
residential areas like Times Beach, 

Bliss also sprayed some industrial 
locations in Missouri and the Metro- 
East area. 

Of the six sites being tested in the 
Metro-East, Mensing said, there were 
similarities between three where “Bliss 
actually did apply material on the 
ground, where he sprayed oil matter.” 

Four storage tanks used by Bliss 
were located in Sauget and “he did 
remove waste material out of Wood 
River,’ Mensing added. Sites were also 
tested in Belleville and Columbia. 

Kozyak told the Press-Record that 
Bliss sprayed his Maryville horse arena 
between 1969 and 1976, but ‘‘we've 
never had any problems with animals, 
birds or horses,’ he said and added that 

Bliss sprayed most arenas in the area.

at all,” he added. Zahalsky said “‘there 
are reasons to be very much concern- 
ed” with dioxin contamination in the 
area, but added that the situation had 
not reached disastrous proportions, in 
his opinion 

It has been reported that the effects 
of dioxin are disputed, but Zahlasky dis- 
agreed and said that government docu- 
ments produced by the Environmental 
Protection Agency show that there is no 
dispute and that the effects are clearly 
known. 

Certain dioxins have proven to cause 
cancer, birth defects and liver damage 
in laboratory animals.

U.S. investigator here studies charges 
GC is ignoring needs of the handicapped

A federal investigator with the U. S. 
Department of Treasury measured and 
inspected Granite City buildings last 
week for handicapped accessibility in 
answer to a complaint filed by a 
wheelchair-bound resident. 

Deborah Williamson, a civil rights in- 
vestigator representing the Treasury's 
Office of Revenue Sharing, intervie 
complainant Glenn Bettorf last Tues- 
day evening in preparation for the city 
survey taken the following day. On her 
agenda were the Granite City Hall, 
Street Department and the Granite City 
Public Library. She was accompanied 
by City Attorney John Papa 

Also marked for inspection were 
remodeled streets that Bettorf claims 
were constructed without curb cuts for 
wheelchairs, despite his request for city 
officials to correct the situation. 

Bettorf, an accident victim depen- 
dent on a wheelchair since 1954, 
originally filed the complaint in 1981 
with the Treasury Department, which 
holds the purse strings on about $620,000 
in’ annual federal revenue-sharing 
funds received here. He charges the ci- 
ty has violated the federal civil rights 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, that states 
handicapped individuals should not be 
deprived benefits from federally 
financed programs. 

In the small quarters of the in- 
vestigator’s room at a local motel, Bet- 
torf produced worn newspaper clips 
and a file of his written correspondance 


in his personal war on barriers to the” 


handicapped. He is a member of the 
state’s Region One Consumer Advisory 
Council and two area groups, Rights of 
the Handicapped and the Mississippi 
Valley Handicapped Club. - 

Not a polished speaker, though, he 
fears his message may not have been 
made clear to the investigator based in 
Washington, D.C. ‘I'm under the im- 
pression I blew it somewhere along the 
line. That it wasn’t spelled out in detail 
enough,” he worried. “My impre: 
was everything had to be precisely 
detailed.”” 

In retrospect, Bettorf thinks an at- 
torney might have better prepared him 
for bureaucratic procedures. When he 
discussed alleged barriers in other 
buildings and within the Granite City 
Park District, he was informed he 
would have to file a separate complaint 
for any topic not contained in his initial 
letter. 


Caution issued on 
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Miss Williamson has _ investigated 
several complaints on handicapped ac- 
cessibility elsewhere for the Treasury 
Department. Bettorf’s year-long wait 
for a field investigator to check his 
claims of city neglect are not unusual 
“due to limited staff,’ according to 
Miss Williamson. 

Federal poli¢y is to explore all claims 
made, she said, and the fact that she 
came to Granite City to check condi- 
tions here does not necesarily lend any 
merit to the complaint itself. “If we get 
a complaint, we come out and in- 
vestigate it,” she said simply. 

Her evaluation will be sent through 
the time-consuming federal lines of 
authority before the case is either drop- 
ped due to lack of merit or continued in 
the form of federal ‘“recommenda- 
tions’’ to the city. 

If a letter is sent and is ignored by ci- 
ty officials, it would likely be followed 
by a second more demanding letter. 
“They can come into voluntary com- 
pliance," she \said. If they do not, a se- 
cond letter, perhaps giving the city ad- 
ditional time to comply, would be sent, 
but that letter would mention ‘‘revenue- 
sharing funds can be dismissed,"’ she 
warned 

She did not estimate how. long it will 
be before the city is notified of the in- 
itial decision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, but indicated it is possible an 
answer might be sent within the next 
few months. 

Ranking among Bettorf’s problems 
are stairs facing him outside the doors 
of both the Granite City Hall and 
Granite City Public Library. When 
Miss Williams asked him if he had ac- 
cess to city offices, Bettorf replied, 
“Not unless you get a wheelchair that 
can jump steps.”’ 

Bettorf can enter the city hall base- 
ment to visit the office of Tax Accessor 
Von Dee Cruse, but finds his path block- 
ed to offices of the city clerk, city 
treasurer, sewage and ambulance bill- 
ing divisions, small claims court and 
local circuit court rooms, and to the of- 
fice of Mayor Paul Schuler. 

“We'd really like to make the city 
hall accessible, commented the 
mayor, ‘“‘but the alternative to spending 
thousands of dollars was to move the 
(city council) meetings from the city 
hall." The aldermen now hold their 
meetings at the more accessible 
Granite City Township Building. 

“At least we’ve made some effort,” 
Schuler added. ‘We'll keep trying.” 


TAX COURSE FOR 


The mayor does not view the in- 
vestigation as a future threat to federal : 
revenue-sharing dollars, and does not 
think federal law mandates changes for 
the handicapped. 

The Granite City Public Library, 
although governed by its own board of 
directors appointed by the mayor, is a 
branch of the city government and was 
included in Bettorf’s formal complaint. 

At the downtown library, Bettorf can 
move his wheelchair inside ‘a foyer, 
where stairs lead upstairs to the adult 
section and downstairs to the children’s 
section. There he can sit and request 
books be brought to him. He has the ad- 
ditional drawback of not knowing what 
books stock the shelves upstairs, where 
the card catalog is located. 

He does have access to the branch 
library, located at the Nameoki Village 
Shopping Center, but the smaller facili- 
ty lacks reference materials and other, 
sources available downtown. 

The library’s board of directors have 
twice unsuccessfully requested federal 
revenue-sharing funds from the city to 
increase physical accessibility of the 
main library to the handicapped, That 
can be done only with the addition of a 
passenger elevator to the building, ac- 
cording to the letter Library Board 
President Haig Nighohossian : sent the 
city last October. 

A curious footnote to Bettorf’s conten- 
tion — that a elevator is needed at both 
the library and city hall — is that the 
original pianners of the city hall, which 
was completed in 1929, may have had 
the same idea. A 6-by-8-foot space ex- 
tends from the city hall basement to the 
top floor and had originally been intend- 
ed to house an elevator, according to Ci- 
ty Clerk Robert W. Stevens. 

According to Edward Schultz, 
Engineering Department employee, ar- 
chitect’s drawings refer to those areas 
on each floor only as storage rooms. 
Floors and ceiling on. each level 
separate the spaces above and below. 
However, drawings show a four-foot 
deep pit'in the basement, below the 
lowest level storage room. Schultz does 
not know what the intended purpose of 
the pit had been, or if it does exist. 

Clerk Stevens said occasionally there ” 
have been discussions of adding, an } 
elevator to the city hall, but the possiblé ¢ 
expense of the project has repeatedly 
discouraged the project. 

For the present, Bettorf waits for the 
federal government’s investigation to 
give a lift to his spirits.

City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer is investigating a 
flyer distributed in the Quad- 
City Area advertising an 
“energy saver” that he said 
is potentially hazardous. 

The device promises to 
prevent furnace heat from 
escaping and to return fresh 
air to the heating system 
The device also allows no 
escape for carbon monoxide 
that naturally builds as a 
result of normal furnace 
functions, Brewer said 

Brewer compared the 
plugging up of all furnace 
discharge to prevent heat 
escape to a motorist chan- 
neling car exhaust back into 
a car for warmth. Although 
the accumulation of carbon 
monoxide would be quicker 
in the vehicle, the results 
could eventually be the 
same, Brewer explained. 

The city engineer was 
alerted to the problem by II- 
linois Power Co. employees 
who found one of the flyers 
and became concerned. 

Brewer discovered one of 
the devices installed at a 
Granite City location and 
has advised the owners to 
discontinue its use. 

The engineer would not 
disclose at this time the 
names of those involved in 
selling the device, but 
“believes two local youths, 
unaware of the conse- 
quences of the device, have 
been offering the device for 
sale through the mail 
However, the ‘‘energy 
saver” scheme appears the 
invention of others outside 
the area 


Brewer does not plan to 
seek legal action against the 
local salesmen, but will ask 
them to discontinue their 
operations.

Owea outlined a pattern of recent 
state aid reductions and Treasurer 
Dewey Melton cited as a new example a 
state corporate personal property 
replacement tax payment in January of 
$50,000 less than projected.

children in school decreases. 

“As the number of students 
decreases, the amount of money the 
state gives us to operate also 
decreases; it becomes a vicious spiral. 
Loss of income is reflected in our enroll- 
ment drop from 14,750 in 1971 to 9,500 in 
1983," the superintendent related. 

“Tn the late 1960s, state and regional 
authorities predicted a rosy economy 
and growth in Granite City to the’extent 
that in 1983 the school district would 
have 23,000 students. 

“The number of students in high 
school at that time demanded addi- 
tional space. As a result, North High 
School and other schools were built. 

“The demand for space has not kept 
up with the space available. Only 59 
percent of the available classroom 
space is being used to teach students. 
This is similar to a plant operating at 59 
percent capacity. 

“Management of the district has 
determined that the district must bor- 
row approximately $7.7 million to keep 
afloat in 1982-83. The teachers’ union 
says less. The large international 
auditing firm, Peat, Marwick, Mitchell 
and Co., has been consulted in regard to 
the budget : 

“All parties agree that a large 
amount of money must be borrowed. At 
this time in 1982, we had not borrowed 
any money; at the present time in 1983, 
we have aiready borrowed $3,150,000. 

“The district must borrow from 
banks the same as anyone else who bor- 
rows money. The banks demand securi- 
ty from us the same as they do others. 

“The security they are demanding of 
us is a sound economic policy of the 
district. We could raise taxes, but we 
cannot do it without the okay of the peo- 
ple who pay taxes. We tried in 1980; the 
people said ‘no.’ 

“We have been reducing buildings 
and programs as we were able to phase 
them out. Sound management has kept 
the average cost of teaching a student 
below that of the state average. But 
these measures have not been enough. 

“Now our only alternative is to cut 
expenses to try and balance the budget 
and still keep a good rating as a school 
district so our children can gain en- 
trance to college. 

“We are going to keep the basics of 
reading, writing and arithmetic to pro- 
vide the basis for a college education 
and job skills for our children. 

“We must balance our budget as soon 
as practicable to hold our credit. We 
must bring our expenses in line with in- 
come, and hold our borrowing to a 
reasonable level.

“If we fail to act, the state can put us 
into a form of bankruptcy and assume 
control over our district,” Supt.

Talk of consolidating the schools, and its effect on 
the students.and quality of education, has been a ma- 
jor topic of discussion in Granite City for months. 
‘Almost everyone agrees if the high schools are 
halved, the number of club, band, and athletic op- 
portunities would decrease proportionally. 
‘Seemingly true. 
But, how many opportunites does the two high 


system provide. . Better yet, how many opportunities

does the two-school system provide that a one-school 
system would not.. Until now, no one knew for sure 

Those who grab for figures speculate, saying 100 
percent more opportunities exist with two schools. 
‘That’s a good estimate, but not totally accurate 

The question was one that Bryan Wilkinson, 
Granite City North’s athletic director, thought impor- 
tant enough to find an anwser 

By going through the 1972 and 1973 Granite City 
High School yearbooks (the most accurate accounts 


still available), Wilkinson discovered, for example, 
that an average of 12 athletes competed on Granite 
City’s basketball team that year. 

In comparison, under the two high school system, 
an average total of 25 athletes competed on both 
North and South’s 1981 and 1982 basketball squads. 
Those figures represent an increase of 100 percent in 
athletes and opportunities 

However, in another example, an average of 46 
athletes were suited on Granite City’s 1972 and 1973 
football teams. In comparison, the 1981 and 1982 foot- 
ball teams at both North and South averaged a total 
of 71. That figures to only 65 percent more athletes 
competing in 1981-82 than 1972-73. 

When averaging the increased number of par- 
ticipants on all the athletic teams, then and now, one 
number kept popping up. That number was 80. On the 
average, there are 80 percent more opportunities 
under the two school system than there were with a 
single high school 

Both North and South High School campuses have 
similar curriculums. So, cutting those campuses in 
half, would seemingly cut those opportunites equally 

To the contrary, and the reason for only the 80 per- 
cent difference, is not all teanis are filled to capacity 

Although the difference in athletic opportunities 
between one and two-school systems is not 100 per- 
cent, the 80 percent figure is still noteworthy. 

Said Wilkinson, ‘‘There’s been so much talk going 





around about lost opportunities if consolidated, that I 
wanted to know what the actual figures were. 

“T wanted to illustrate numerically how many 
more opportunities there are. The answer was there 
in the books, 80 percent,’’ Wilkinson concluded. 


ist a few notes on the subject. In 1973, 

orth’s first year, there were approx- 
imately 4,800 high school students in the district, ' 
3,000 at South and 1,800 at North. 

Today, estimates are considerably lower. There 
are 1,200 at North and 1,800 at South, totalling 3,000 
students. 

Using only the boys’ athletic figures for com- 
parison, since there were no girls’ sports in in 1972, 
there was an average of 207 varsity athletes at 
Granite City High School in 1972 and 1973 school 
years. In 1981-1982, under the two school system, 
there were 368 boy varsity athletes. 

Using the above figures, in 1972-73 slightly more 
than four percent of the student body participated in 
varsity athletics. On the other hand, in 1981-82 under 
the two-school system, almost 11 percent of the stu- 
dent body at each North and South competed in var- 
sity athletics. 

It’s true, the numbers reflect a declining total 
enrollment while the number of opportunities has re- 
mained relatively the same.

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Arrest clears 27 GC burglaries 


Jewelry items, cash and 
video games were the 
targets of a youthful burglar 
whose arrest, announced 
last week, enabled Granite 
City police to clear a total of 
27 local burglaries. 

A combined éffort by all 
members of the Granite City 
Police Department led to the 
arrest of Robert James 
Paulin, 18, of 4810 
Kirkpatrick Homes, ac- 
cording to Granite City 
Police Chief Ronald J 
Veizer, who praised the work 
of department members, in- 
cluding uniformed officers 
and detectives. 

Paulin was taken into 
custody at his apartment 
earlier this month week. He 
was placed in a lineup and 
identified by a witness to one 
of the burglaries, it was 
learned, In an appearance 
last week in the Granite City 
court, Paulin pleaded inno- 
cent to a charge of residen- 
tial burglary. 

Bond was set at $20,000 and 


a mittimus was issued. He 
was transferred to the 


Madison County Jail in Ed- 
wardsville. 

After being interviewed by 
a Granite City detective and 
traveling t& the scene of 
several burglaries to which 
it was believed he was link- 
ed, Paulin allegedly admit- 
ted being involved in 18 
burglaries reported between 
Oct. 5, 1982, and the first 
week in January, 1983. 

Paulin and the detective 
then returned to police head- 
quarters and went through 
other information cards 
related to unsolved break- 
ins. \At that point, Paulin 
allegedly recalled various 
details in nine additional 
burglaries. ‘ 

A single felony charge of 
residential burglary was fil- 
ed against Paulin in connec- 
tion with a burglary of the 
home of Debra Hannian, 2535 
E. 27th St., on Nov. 18. 

If he is convicted, the 
charge carries a mandatory 
sentence of four years in 
prison. According to Detec- 


, that he 


tive Craig Nonn, probation 
may be granted a person 
convicted on a_ burglary 
charge without the residen- 
tial definition. 

Paulin apparently came 
here from Arizona in 
September to live with a 
relative. He had been spot- 
ted in alleys on previous oc- 
casions, but nothing was 
ever found in his possession 
and, when interviewed by of- 
ficers, he would say nothing, 
it was alleged. 

“He hadn’t a car and dur- 
‘ing October and early 
November he traveled 
around on a bicycle. Later, 
he was on foot, which limited 
the area in which he 
(allegedly) operated,” a 
department spokesman ad- 
vised. 

Frequently, the youth 
‘knocked on the door of a 
residence and, if_ someone 
answered, he would offer a 
name and inquire if the par- 
ty lived there or ask if he 
could do yard work, police 
said. Should no one answer, 
he allegedly went to the rear 
of the dwelling and kicked or 
forced open a door, it was 
learned. 

In many of the burglaries 
attributed to Paulin, jewelry” 
items were taken, most of 
which he threw away, he is 
reported to have told of- 
ficers. Frequently, he 
dumped the jewelry in black 
plastic trash bags, which 
residents had placed in the 
alleys ready for pickup and 
where the items wouldn’t be 
exposed to a casual passer- 
by, police alleged. 

Other property, such as 
video games or stereos, he 
sold to unknown individuals, 
officials contended, adding 
was mainly after 
cash, a police spokesman 
noted, 

Found in a bedroom at 
Paulin’s home were two 
items linking him to one of 
the victims, it was learned. 
None of the other items 
taken ,in' any of the 
burglaries was recovered. 

At the Hannian resident, a 


box of assorted jewelry, a 
camera and watches were 
among the items reported 
missing.

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Venice.among 19 applicants 
for enterprise zone status 


The city of Venice is 

» among 19 communities seek- 
ing designation as enterprise 

‘ zones under the state’s new 
economic development 
legislation, Governor James 
i Thompson has announc- 


* Also among communities 
submitting applications 
Prior'to the Dec. 31, 1982, 
deadline was East St. Louis. 

Other applicants include 
Chicago, which listed three 
separate areas, Rockford, 
.Peoria, Elgin, Decatur, 
Joliet, Canton, Harvey, 
Lebanon, Sullivan-Moultrie, 
Benton, Cairo-Mound City, 
Zion, Chicago Heights and 
Kankakee. 

“The focus of the Enter- 
prise Zone Act is to stimulate 
business development and 
job. creation in depressed 
areas of Illinois. We want to 
move quickly in designating 
‘these areas in order to see 
the effects of the landmark 


legislation as early as possi- - 


ble,”’ the governor said. 

“We're very pleased with 
the interest in the act and the 
willingness of the com- 
munities in Illinois to work 
with the state,” he said. 

Under the’ provisions of 
Senate Bill 1299, which the 
governor signed Sept. 3, 
1982, up to eight enterprise 
zones will be selected every 
year for up to six years. 

A decision will be made by 
July 1 on which of the 19 ap- 
plicants for this year’s pro- 
gram will designated, he 
said. Once designated, a 
zone may,run for a term of 
up to 20 years. 

“One, interesting fact 
stands out in this list of com- 
munities,” said Thompson. 
“All aveas of the state are in- 
terested in the benefits that 
can be gained from this 
legislation. Small town, 
county and rural areas are 
as eager as big cities for this 
year’s designation.” 

The Enterprise Zone Act is 
intended both to provide the 
financial incentives for 
business growth in the 
designated area and to 
prepare Illinois to receive 
federal incentives, if and 
when Congress acts on a 
similar measure. 

The designated areas, 


which must be no smaller 
than half a square mile and 
no larger than 10 square 


miles, will be able to take ad- 


STAT 


vantage of several economic 
incentives, including: 

— Permitting the localities 
to modify zoning, licensing 
and building codes. 

— Providing a state invest- 
ment tax credit of .5 percent 
ofnew investments. 

— Providing for a state 
and local sales tax exemp- 
tion on building materials 
used to expand or remodel 
property located in a zone. 

— Earmarking $100 
million in revenue bonds 
issued by Ilinois Industrial 
Development Authority for 
use in enterprise zones. 

— Permitting those who 
receive dividends from a 
corporation | conducting 
business solely in a zone to 
make deductions on their 
state income tax. 

— Permitting loan institu- 
tions to deduct certain in- 
terest payments on their 
state tax and allowing ex- 
emptions from some state 
agency rules and regulations 
for businesses located in the 
zones. 

“In general, in order to be 
eligible for enterprise zone 
status, a locality must 
designate a particular area 
as economically depressed 
and then must design an 
economic development 
strategy to bolster that 
area,”’ DCCA Director Peter 
B. Fox said. 

DCCA has until May 1 to 
determine which applica- 
tions qualify for final deter- 
mination. ‘The enterprise 
zone designations will be 
made by the end of the fiscal 
year — July’ 1, 1983, the 
director stated. 

An evaluation system to 
rank each applicant has 
been established by DCCA 
Up to 250 points will be 
awarded in each of four 
evaluation areas — com- 
munity support, adequacy of 
planning, impact on com- 
munity needs and organiza- 
tion and management. Final 
certification is subject to on- 
site inspection and _ inter- 
views. 

“T am ldoking forward to 
the DCCA decisions on this 
year’s enterprise zone 
designations, because we. 
are all eager to implement 
this unprecedented pro- 
gram,” Thompson said 

“I'm confident that the in: 
centives in the act will help

spur economic growth in 
these areas and inspire fur- 
ther economic development 
in the rest of the state,” the 
governor commented. 

The Venice City Council 
unanimously adopted a 
resolution signifying the ci- 
ty’s intent to apply for enter- 
prise zone status at its Dec 
14 meeting, following a 
public hearing. 

In the Venice application, 
it was noted that the city has 
been identified by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development as an 
economically-distressed 
community. 

The population of Venice is 
shown as 3,480, based on the 
1980 census figures, and its 
residents’ median income is 
estimated at $5,200. 

Local authorities believe 
the current unemployment 
rate in Venice is 25 percent 
and that the community has 
a good chance of being 
selected for enterprise zone 
status. 

Venice is rather unique in 
this situation,’’ Mayor 
Tyrone Echols said Tuesday 
night. 

“We are seen to be sitting 
in the middle of a large 
metropolitan area. I don’t 
believe even if East St. Louis 
gets an enterprise zone it 
should have any effect on 
Venice’s situation,"’ the 
mayor commented 

East St. Louis’ application 
is designed around the 
establishment of an_ in- 
dustrial corridor through 
that community, Mayor 
Echols said.

Child unharmed in 
alleged abduction 


A man, 22, who failed to 
return his 2-year-old 
daughter to the home of her 
mother, was taken into 
custody last week, when the 
car he was driving was stop- 
ped by Madison County 
Sheriff's deputies at 
Nameoki‘ Village Shopping 
Center. 

The officers delivered the 
child unharmed to her 
mother, who was at her 
params home in Granite Ci- 


ty. 

The mother lives in the 
rural Granite City area and 
called. the Madison County 
sheriff’s office upon learning 
the father had picked up the 
youngster at the home of two 
women. friends in the 3200 
block of Maryville Road. The 
women had been babysitting 
the child. 

County officers referred 
ithe mother to Granite City 
police, but checked the home 
of the man’s parents near 
Granite City without 
locating him. The mother 
was interviewed by local of- 
ficers'at her parents’ home 
and said the, man left her 
residence following an argu- 
ment and had picked up the 
child 

He then called the mother 
at her parents’ home, alter- 
nately making suicidal 
remarks and stating that he 
was taking the child with 
him to Texas. 

The man called again 
while officers were present. 
but appeared calmer and 
said he would bring the child 
to the mother’s parents 
home. " 

Measures were taken at 
this point to ensure officers 
‘ could talk to the man when 
he arrived. Shortly, after- 
ward, sheriff's deputiés spot- 
ted his car and halted it on 
Nameoki Road. 

The women who were look- 
ing after the child said the 
father brought the girl to the 
Maryville Road address, so 
that he and the’mother could 
go out. He returned to pick 
up the child and appeared 
agitated, they told officers. 

‘The man does not live with 
the mother,'nor_ does he sup- 
port the child, the mother 
said. After being questioned, 
the man..was released from 
custody without being charg-

workers.’ 

After the shutdown order, 
A.P. Electrical Co. sent 
three of its workers to the ci- 
ty Engineering Department 
to take qualifying license 
tests. Wheeler Electric also 
sent one employee to that 
department to be tested 
Thursday afternoon. 

A qualifying test is not 
needed for sewer line install- 
ations, but Keeley Contrac- 
tors will be required to pur- 
chase $20 sewer inspection 
permits for each of the 61 
sewer connections at the pro- 
ject.

Abducts, rapes GC woman 


A Granite City woman 
reported being abducted and 
raped early last week, but 
said she had been afraid to 
contact police until telling 
her mother about the inci- 
dent several days later.

The assailant was describ- 
ed betweeri 30 and 40 years 
old, about 5 feet, 7 inches tall 
and weighed about 200 
pounds, with a "beer belly.””

The woman reported being 
driven to a motel, possibly 
near East St. Louis, where 
she and her daughter were 
forced to go inside. When the 
child started to cry, the man 
slapped the child, the mother 
said. 

After being raped, the 
woman was forced to com- 
mit another sex act. During 
the entire ordeal, the man 
held the knife in his hand, 
threatening her if she didn’t 
do what he wanted, the vic- 
tim. said 

Before leaving the motel, 
where he kept her about four 


hours. the rapist went 
through her purse.

Foil robber 
in two tries 


A Granite City woman foil- 
ed an attempt to rob her of a 
purse in the National Food 
Store parking area, 
Nameoki Road and Madison 
Avenue, at 7:10 p.m.

‘Governor’ has no 
political ambitions

HOLLYWOOD — “If I 
were really the governor, 
the governor of California, 
I know what I'd do first,” 
says James Noble, the 
flaky governor on “Ben- 
son.” 

“The first thing I'd do 
would be to resign.” 

Unlike the addled execu- 
tive he portrays in the ABC 
television comedy, Noble is 
a bright man with a fair 
grasp. of politics who 
claims to vote “with enthu- 
siasm” and who was invit- 
ed to attend a 1981 gover- 
nors’ conference in New 
Jersey. 

The ‘invitation was is- 
sued by the governor of 
New Jersey, evidently a 
“Benson” fan. At the last 
minute, however, he must 
have had second thoughts 
because his secretary 
phoned Noble to suggest 
not that he stay away but 
that he keep a low profile. 

“Because of the charac- 


“ter I play, some of the gov- 


ernors had expressed con- 
cern about my coming,” 
Noble says without rancor. 

“T assured the secretary 
that I wouldn’t try to grab 
the spotlight. I hadn’t 


’ planned to make a speech. 


“Td accepted the .invita- 
tion only because I thought 
the conference would be in- 
teresting and great fun to 
observe.” 


Noble did attend the con- 
clave and hopes he won a 
few new fans for his series. 
Though he doubts that any 

governors have intention- 
ally made Gov. Eugene 





Gatling, his “Benson” char- 
acter, their role model. 

Unintentionally? 

On that, you get no com- 
ment from Noble. 

Born in Dallas, Noble 
has enjoyed acting all of 
his life; yet upon finishing 
high school, he enrolled at 
North Texas A. & M. as an 
engineering student. 

However he kept ap- 
pearing in school plays 
until he finally recognized 
where his genuine interest 
lay. Switching to Southern 
Methodist University, he 
not only became a speech 
and drama major but 


looked good enough to be . 


offered a seven-year con- 
tract by a Hollywood stu- 
dio. 

Noble ‘declined it on the 
grounds that he still didn’t 
know how to act. 

During World War II, he 
served as an officer on a 
destroyer in the Pacific. 
Then, still not convinced 
that he knew how to act, he 
returned to SMU for anoth- 
er year before going to 
New York to try out what 
he’d learned. 

Though he began work- 
ing quickly and regularly, 
Noble’s luck seemed to fail 
him when he tried Holly- 
wood. 

He’d once been offered a 
contract there, but when he 
finally made his move to 
the center of movie and 
television production, he 
couldn’t geta job. __ 

“I was up for a lot of 


things but wasn’t cast,” he | 
recalls. “Finally, the day — 


T'd-bought my ticket-to go 


‘Knight Without Armour” 


—— as 


home, I was cast in ‘Star- 
sky and Hutch.’ 

“So I decided to stay on 
in Hollywood. 

“After I made that deci- 
sion, I wondered whether it 
had been the right one, be- 
cause I was given such a 
frying, unsatisfactory. 


After “Starsky and 
Hutch,” though, he was 
cast in “10” as Bo Derek’s 
dentist father. 

He loved the role, the 
picture and working for 
Blake Edwards, who is his 
wife’s cousin, who wasn’t 
aware of the relationship 
and wasn’t advised of it by 







Noble has just finished a 
role in “Airplane II: The 
Sequel” playing a priest 
who offers not comfort, but 
warnings: 

“He goes around saying 
things like, ‘We're all in 
deep, deep trouble here,’” 
Noble says. é 

“And it’s possible that 
some priest may resent 
him, just as some gover- 


nors don’t like my charac- _ 


ter on ‘Benson.’ 

“I do seem to be playing 
parts that anger people.
